As  we  go  to  press  there  is  no  word  I  can  give  you  on  the 
signing  of  our  lease  on  the  new  facility  at  7th  and  H  St. 
NW,  but  it  should  happen  within  the  next  few  days... so  we 
are  on  our  way  into  the  new  space.   Dates  of  the  move, 
cleanup  and  House  warming  will  be  announced  on  the  air  dur- 
ing Reports  To  The  Listener  on  Monday  nights  at  9:30PM... 
its  new  time.   As  a  result  of  the  Supreme  Court's  Carlin 
decision,  we  are  changing  the  airtime  of  those  programs 
which  might  contain  sensitive  language  to  10:00PM,  instead 
of  9:00PM.   The  programs  affected  by  the  decision  are; 
FRIENDS,  THE  POET  AND  THE  POEM,  and  SCIENCE  FICTION  THEA- 
TRE. Archive  programs  which  contain  sensitive  language 
will  have  to  be  edited  before  they  can  be  aired  in  the  af- 
ternoon. We  are  sorry  to  announce  the  demise  of  FRENCHIES 
FORUM,  or  SHAVE  FACE  as  it  is  now  called  and  would  like  to 
thank  Michael  Lesesne,  the  program's  originator  and  Wayne 
Middleton,  who  carried  the  program  when  Frenchie  left,  for 
having  brightened  the  airwaves  with  the  humor  of  Lenny 
Bruce,  Richard  Pryor,  George  Carlin,  Lily  Tomlin,  Mom's 
Mabley  and  the  scads  of  other  humorists  we  have  aired.   We 
are  now  in  the  position  where  we  cannot  air  the  program, 
even  at  12:30AM,  because  we  have  no  idea  whether  or  not  the 
station  will  be  fined  or  have  its  license  removed  for  doing 
so.

Folks  are  not  paying  their  pledges  fast  enough 
and  the  cash  flow  this  summer  has  been  really  slow,  so  sit 
under  air-conditioner  and  write  those  checks  folks... it 
must  be  the  heat  that's  slowed  you  down,  but  if  we  don't 
get  an  infusion  of  cash,  the  station  will  die  of  heat  ex- 
haustion.
